ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED 
31st  DECEMBER,  1942. 


The  Board  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Tenth  Annual  Report. 

1.  The  Report. 

Once  again  the  printed  Report  consists  only  of  a  brief  review  of  the 
work,  the  Accounts  and  Statistical  Tables.  The  lists  of  subscribers  have  been 
prepared  as  usual  and  can  be  seen  at  any  time  at  the  Hospital  or  at  20, 
Warrior  Square.  During  the  year  various  reports  of  hospital  events  have  been 
published  in  the  local  press,  as  well  as  lists  of  amounts  subscribed,  and  the 
Board  hope  that  this  courtesy,  for  which  they  are  deeply  grateful,  will  be 
continued. 

2.  Statistics. 

Fifty  more  beds  were  made  available  in  February,  1942  and  the  average 
daily  number  of  patients  in  Hospital  rose  to  93.9  from  67.4  ;  the  average 
length  of  stay  was  13.9  days  compared  with  9.8,  the  total  number  of  patients 
admitted  was  2,496  compared  with  2,497. 

The  effect,  therefore,  of  opening  the  extra  beds  was  to  enable  the  Staff 
to  retain  patients  for  a  normal  period  instead  of  transferring  them  from  the 
wards  to  other  Hospitals.  It  followed,  since  the  demand  on  beds  increased, 
that  a  greater  number  were  transferred  to  other  Hospitals  direct  from  the 
waiting  list. 

New  Out-Patients  increased  by  about  8%,  but  subsequent  attendances 
were  fewer. 

A  close  examination  of  the  statistics  will  show  what  a  tremendous 
amount  of  work  is  done  in  this  Hospital,  apart  from  the  wards  ;  a  fact  to  which 
attention  must  be  drawn,  for  the  measuring  stick  of  a  Hospital’s  status  often 
consists  only  of  the  “  number  of  beds.” 

3.  Finance. 

The  year’s  work  cost  £37,532  the  income  was  £39,729  giving  an  excess 
of  £2,197  Whilst  it  cannot  be  other  than  satisfactory  to  record  a  surplus, 
it  must  be  remembered  that  £3,553  was  received  during  the  year  in  legacies, 
and  that  the  Ministry’s  payments  for  services  rendered  amounted  to  £8,910. 

Subscriptions  and  donations  both  show  an  increase,  the  latter  chiefly 
due  to  the  naming  of  “  The  Tommy  Price  Cot,”  “  The  Cockle  Fishermen’s 
Bed,”  and  Tenth  Anniversary  Gifts.  Expenditure  was  more  than  expected 
only  in  one  or  two  items  :  renewals  of  equipment  and  medical  salaries,  for 
example. 

The  cost  per  week  per  patient  was  reduced  from  £6  18s.  3d.  to  £6  Os.  4d. 
due,  of  course,  to  the  unavoidable  overhead  expenses  being  spread  over  a 
greater  number  of  “  patient  weeks.” 

4.  Provident  Fund. 

The  sum  received  by  the  Hospital  was  £6,880  over  £500  more  than  last 
year.  When,  in  1940,  movements  of  the  population  began  and  the  full  effects 
of  calling-up  were  being  felt,  the  Contributory  Schemes  Committee  took 
steps  to  retain  the  members  as  far  as  possible,  and  the  figures  of  total  mem¬ 
bership  to-day,  23,000,  are  striking  evidence  of  the  success  of  their  efforts. 

Once  again  the  work  of  the  Honorary  Group  Secretaries  and  those  who 
staff  the  Branch  Offices  has  been  beyond  praise  ;  it  is  to  their  devoted  interest 
that  much  of  the  success  is  due. 

Your  Board  desire  also  to  put  on  record  their  appreciation  of  the  untiring 
service  of  Mr.  F,  W,  Blake,  Organiser  of  the  Provident  Fund.  Not  only  in 
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his  official  capacity,  but  through  his  association  with  various  war-time 
societies  and  organisations,  Mr.  Blake  has  rendered  conspicuous  service  to 
the  Hospital. 

5.  Tenth  Anniversary. 

The  Tenth  Birthday  was  celebrated  in  November  when  the  outstanding 
feature  was  the  Birthday  Party  at  the  Hospital  on  Saturday,  14th  November. 
Unfortunately,  the  President  and  Lady  Iveagh  were  unable  to  come  owing 
to  illness,  but  the  Chairman,  Mr.  Chalton  Hubbard,  was  supported  by  the 
Mayor,  Alderman  William  Miles,  Mr.  Henry  Channon  and  a  very  large 
gathering  of  Governors  and  Friends  of  the  Hospital.  To  commemorate  the 
.Event  it  was  decided  to  create  a  Hospital  Orchard  of  about  100  trees — 
standard  and  cordon  fruit  trees — -and  for  naming  these  trees,  anniversary 
gifts  of  three  guineas  and  one  guinea  were  invited.  So  popular  did  this  prove 
to  be  that  additional  orchard  sites  had  to  be  found  to  accommodate  the 
202  standard  and  60  cordon  trees  that  were  Named.  The  Board  are  much 
indebted  to  Mr.  H.  Collard  Stone  and  Mr.  Arthur  Bentall  for  their  advice  and 
practical  help  in  the  planning  and  planting  of  the  Orchards. 

Several  very  successful  dances  and  whist  drives  were  held  during  the 
Week,  and  for  some  time  before  the  events  the  Chairman  and  other  members 
of  the  Hospital  Committee  spoke  at  meetings  of  Societies  and  Clubs  in  the 
town.  The  Board  are  also  especially  grateful  to  the  local  Press  for  the  notices 
they  gave. 

The  occasion  demonstrated  beyond  doubt  that  the  Hospital  is  warmly 
regarded  and  that  there  is  a  substantial  backing  from  the  Organisations, 
Societies  and  Clubs  of  Southend  and  the  Area  the  Hospital  serves.  In  all, 
a  sum  of  £1,046  3s.  7d.  was  raised  during  the  Week. 

6.  Nursing  Staff. 

Forty-seven  Student  Nurses  entered  in  1942  of  which  number  14  left. 
There  are  now  70  Student  Nurses  on  our  Staff,  in  training.  Thirteeen  Nurses 
passed  the  Preliminary  and  6  the  Final  State  Examinations  ;  Hospital  Exam¬ 
inations  were  held,  and  Mr.  Rodney  Maingot  presented  the  Hubbard  Gold 
Medal  to  Nellie  Bartholomew,  and  the  Saunders  Silver  Medal  to  Katherine 
Jones,  and  many  book  prizes  were  won. 

V.A.D.’s  from  B.R.C.S.  and  St.  John,  with  Nursing  Auxiliaries,  and 
cadets  have  gained  Hospital  experience  and  have  given  helpful  service  during 
the  year.  Several  visits  round  the  Hospital  have  been  paid  by  the  senior  girls 
of  the  various  High  Schools,  and  many  of  them  have  given  willing  help  in 
the  kitchens  and  departments. 

The  Linen  League  has  worked  well  this  year  and  906  articles  have  been 
given  or  made  and  the  bi-weekly  sewing  parties  have  helped  considerably  to 
cope  with  the  mending  of  our  ten  years  old  linen  stocks. 

The  Nursing  and  Domestic  Staff  raised  over  £100  during  Birthday 
Celebrations,  and  have  also  helped  cheerfully  in  other  events,  principally 
Warship  Week  and  Anglo-Soviet  Week.  Regular  National  Savings  are 
collected  and  we  are  an  affiliated  Branch  with  the  National  Scheme. 

*  _ 

The  District  Nurses,  with  their  attendances  in  good  and  bad  weather, 
have  made  over  16,142  visits  and  all  districts  are  again  very  busy. 

Adequate  space  for  a  complete  Preliminary  Training  School  is  still  hoped 
for,  but  in  spite  of  the  difficulty  of  accommodation  7  Schools  were  held  last 
year. 

Matron’s  Christmas  Fund  was  very  well  supported  by  all  our  friends, 
old  and  new,  and  the  total  raised  was  £185  8s.  Od.  All  patients  were  visited 
by  Father  Christmas  with  utility  gifts,  and  each  Service  patient  had  a  suit¬ 
able  knitted  garment. 
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We  welcome  Miss  Bowman,  Sister  O.P.D.,  on  our  Staff,  and  regret  that 
Miss  Cockerill  was  advised  for  health  reasons  to  retire  from  that  position 
she  has  long  held,  and  we  wish  her  better  health  in  the  future. 

The  Health  of  the  Nursing  Staff  has  been  good  on  the  whole,  apart  from 
a  minor  epidemic  last  spring. 

7.  Naming  of  Beds  and  Cots. 

The  Southend  Grocers’  Association  gave  £250  to  name  a  Cot  in  memory 
of  the  late  “  Tommy  Price.”  Mr.  Price,  a  representative  of  Macfarlane,  Lang 
&  Co.  was  well-known  and  liked  throughout  this  part  of  Essex  and  the  Board 
are  grateful  to  the  Grocers  for  their  generous  commemorative  gift. 

In  the  presence  of  many  residents  of  Leigh-on-Sea,  a  tablet  was  un¬ 
veiled  in  the  Sportsmen’s  Ward  on  Thursday,  31st  December,  bearing  this 
inscription : — 


“Leigh-on-Sea  Cockle  Fishermen’s  Bed. 

In  proud  memory  of  William  H.  Noakes,  Frank  A.  Osborne,  Leslie  V. 
Osborne  and  Ord.  Sig.  H.  Graham  Porter,  R.N.,  crew  of  the  cockle-boat 
Renown,  who  gave  their  lives  in  the  rescue  at  Dunkirk,  1st  June,  1940. 

This  Bed  was  given  by  the  Cockle  Industry  and  dedicated  by  Canon  R. 
S.  King,  M.A.,  in  the  jubilee -year  of  his  Ministry  at  Leigh-on-Sea,  December, 
1942.” 

Captain  Champion,  D.S.O.,  R.N.,  unveiled  the  tablet  and  paid  his 
tribute  also  to  the  men  who  went  out  in  small  boats  to  such  high  purpose 
in  June,  1940.  Many  Members  of  the  Board  of  Management  were  present  at 
the  Ceremony  and  they  are  deeply  grateful  to  the  Cockle  Industry  for  this 
fine  gift  of  £520,  and  proud  that  the  Hospital  should  hold  the  permanent 
record  of  the  part  played  by  Leigh-on-Sea  and  their  memorial  to  the  brave 
men  who  lost  their  lives. 

8.  Our  Auxiliaries. 

The  Ladies’  Working  Party,  although  restricted  in  their  scope,  have 
done  much  useful  work  during  the  year  which  will  enable  them  to  take  up 
their  former  role  as  soon  as  a  favourable  opportunity  occurs.  Regular  meet¬ 
ings  are  held  at  20,  Warrior  Square. 

There  is  it  seems,  no  limit  to  the  stream  of  hospital  linen  for  repair,  and 
the  Linen  League’s  Mending  Party  had  no  idle  moments  at  the  regular  weekly 
sessions.  Old  members  have  resumed  their  interest  and  new  members  have 
come  along  to  strengthen  this  valuable  Auxiliary ;  as  with  the  Working 
Party  they  are  prepared  for  the  day  when  they  can  resume  their  full  function. 

The  Emmanuel  Committee  too  have  resumed  their  work,  and  are  gather¬ 
ing  round  them  the  friends  who  in  past  years  have  contributed  so  much  in 
cash  and  kind  to  the  Children’s  Ward  that  bears  the  name  “  Emmanuel.” 

9.  Hospital  Saturday. 

Once  again  the  Mayor  very  kindly  gave  permission  for  two  Street 
Collections— the  temporary  absence  of  a  Carnival  is  not  overlooked — and  once 
again  there  was  an  increase  in  the  sum  obtained.

11.  Staff. 

Honorary  Medical  Staff.  Dr.  T.  Rowland  Hill  resumed  his  work  at  the 
Hospital  in  August  upon  discharge  from  the  Army  on  medical  grounds.  He 
served  with  the  R.A.M.C.  in  West  Africa  with  the  rank  of  Major. 

Resident  Medical  Staff.  Dr.  David  Lewes  was  appointed  Medical  Regis¬ 
trar  in  September,  1942,  and  obtained  the  M.R.C.P.  in  January,  1943. 

Captain  T.  C.  Sutherland,  N.Z.A.M.C.  and  Lieutenant  C.  Hayes,  R.A.M.C. 
are  serving  overseas. 

Administrative  Staff.  Mr.  L.  G.  Bain,  A.C.I.S.,  discharged  from  the  Army 
on  medical  grounds,  has  been  appointed  Acting  Assistant  Secretary. 

Mr.  C.  H.  Langley,  Assistant  Secretary,  is  serving  with  the  R.A.F. 


12.  Co-ordination  of  Hospital  Services. 

Hospitals  in  Essex  have  now  been  surveyed  by  the  Ministry’s  Surveyors, 
Dr.  Gray  and  Dr.  Topping,  as  part  of  the  London  Area.  A  special  Committee 
had  been  set  up  by  the  King  Edward’s  Fund  and  the  Voluntary  Hospitals 
Committee  to  consider  this  question,  and  representatives  of  the  Home 
Counties  now  attend  their  meetings. 

13.  Block  Appointment  System  for  Out-Patients. 

This  system  was  introduced  on  the  1st  January  1943  and  at  the  time  of 
preparing  this  Report  it  appears  to  be  working  well.  The  objects  are  to  reduce 
the  time  spent  in  waiting,  to  give  the  Consultants  a  daily  diary  which  will 
save  their  time  also,  and  to  spread  the  work  of  enquiry  and  registration 
evenly  over  the  sessions.  The  method  is  briefly  described  elsewhere  in  this 
Report. 

14.  Emergencies. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  a  Reserve  Hospital  at  the  Fairfax 
Road  School.  The  First  Aid  Post  there  has  been  closed  and  the  Hospital  will 
deal  with  all  casualties  in  this  area. 

A  Basement  Hospital  forms  part  of  the  new  A.R.P.  Centre  at  Guildford 
Road  and  will  be  staffed  and  managed  by  the  Hospital. 

The  Mobile  First  Aid  Unit  formerly  at  the  Fairfax  Post  is  being  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  Hospital  and  the  Staff  attached  to  that  unit  will  work  in  the 
Hospital. 

All  these  arrangements  have  been  carried  out  in  collaboration  with  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Ministry. 

15.  The  Outlook. 

The  Board  are  pleased  to  report  that  arrangements  have  been  made  to 
*  re-open  the  Private  Wards  and  so  increase  the  complement  of  beds  from 
150  to  170,  and  no  time  will  be  lost  in  opening  the  remaining  wards  when 
the  signal  is  given.  The  closing  words  of  this  Report  must  be  an  expression 
of  our  profound  gratitude  that  the  Hospital  has  been  able  to  carry  on  its 
good  work,  despite  ail  difficulties,  and  to  acknowledge  that  this  has  been 
possible  only  through  the  loyalty  and  generous  service  of  a  host  of  friends.

OUT-PATIENT  BLOCK  APPOINTMENT  SYSTEM. 

Telephone  3000. 

This  system  was  introduced  in  the  1st  January,  1943,  and 
appears  to  be  working  well.  The  idea  is  to  obviate  as  far  as 
possible,  the  time  spent  in  waiting,  by  booking  blocks  of  patients 
at  half  hour  intervals,  and  to  give  the  Consultant  a  daily  diary 
so  that  the  reception  and  examination  of  his  patients  is  spread 
evenly  throughout  the  session. 

No  patient  attending  the  Out-patient  Department  is  seen 
unless  an  appointment  has  been  made  previously  either  by  tele¬ 
phoning  SOUTHEND  3000  or  by  letter.  This  appointment  may 
be  made  by  the  private  doctor  or  the  patient. 

This  does  not  apply  to  accidents  or  emergencies  with  which 
the  Casualty  Department  is  always  ready  to  deal.
